It was built of logs and termed at 
the time, "substantial and conven- 
ient" for the purpose for which it 
was built. ' 


A note of tragedy was Inserted 


Into the life of the settlers two years 
later when, on June 7. 1663, the 
Esopus Indians, angered by the ac- 
tion of Governor Stuyvesant In send- 
ing 20 of their number as slaves to 
Curacoa, descended on the stockade 
at Wlltwyck and killed 12 men, four 
women, and two children, took cap- 
tive 34 of the Inhabitants, and burn- 
ed the houses of the village.

Canaas, Oklahoma, New Mexico and 
Texas where wind erosion has been 
most severe, are now starting work 
on the conservation program to save 
the dust bowl from turning into 
desert waste. 
The flret aim is to 


shift many acres of land unwisely 
turned to wheat cultivation back to 
other crops and to livestock grazing. 
Borne of the land now in crops is to 
be restored to the grass which should 
never have been removed In the first 
place. Crops will be restricted to the 
areas best suited to them. 


It isn't »B simple a project as it 


sounds. One of the principal reasons 
why farmers have been unable to 
make desirable shifts in production 
has been their lack of enough land. 
Their few acres of soil are among 
those which should not have been 
plowed, but turning them back to 
grassland means moving the family 
to tillable areas elsewhere. For the 
good of the whole country, this must 
eventually be accomplished, but it is 
obviously a Job that calls for long

The gain In credit buying is frowned 
upon by some people who regard it 
as a sign the public is living .beyond 
Its means and piling up bills it may 
not be able to pay.

Two thingd .may ruin a salad. 
The first is too much or too little 


dressing. 


A salad should be served on crisp 


lettuce or greens and covered witl 
just enough dressing to blend wel 
with its ingredients. Improper mix 
ing or excess dressing produces

waterlness which is far from attrac 
live. 


Greens To Be Used 


The other thing which will spot, 


a salad is to cut its ingredients up 
too 
fine. 
Mincing causes 
man} 


fruits and vegetables to lose their 
identity and become'mushy. 
Rather 


than to have the portions which go 
into salads too small it' is better to 
have them too large. 


Among the greens which may be 


used in salads are lettuce,' tender 
celery stalks, red or white cabbage, 
water-cress, 
chicory 
and 
endive. 


Many of them may be served alone 
with any number of different kinda 
of dressing. 
Or they may be com- 


bined with or used as a garnish for 
fish, meat, vegetable or fruit salads. 


Prepurinft Lettuce 


Cabbage and lettuce are especially 


easy to keep crisp. 
Either should 


be washed well and placed, while 
dripping, in a covered container to 
, 


be chilled for several hours. (The 
cover keeps the moisture In.) 


The easiest way to separate the 


leaves of a head of lettuce is. to 
remove the core"-and place the let- 
tuce, with the hole left by the re- 
moval of the core right side up, 
under the cold water faucet. In a 
minute or- so the leaves will sepa- 
rate and may be used as cups to 
hold the salad. 


Gelatin salads especially are a 


boon to the housewife who likes 
to provide variety In 
her 
menus. 


Since they may be 
made 
several 


hours before being served they are 
particularly suitable for the home 
where the hostess herself does all 
of the work In preparing the meal. 


Add Real Fruit Juices

better flavor will result than when 
water alone Is used.

Hot weather calls for special treat- 


ment in th« garden. It Is then th»t 
the §kiu of the gardener counts. So 
long as the rains are plentiful and 
nights cool, but not too cool, flowen 
and vegetables will go ahead with 
very little assistance, but In hot 
weather troubles multiply. 


Growth slows up and Insect at- 


tacks grow worse. 
Even if rains 


continue hot weather is always dry, 
Because the heat evaporates an enor- 
mous amount of water. Cultivation 
becomes vital, not only to cut down 
the weeds which are competing with 
the crops for subterranean water and 


vi 'L ut to cre*l« a dust mulch, 
wwch will prevent evaporation from 
the surface of the soil and conserve 
It for th« plants. 


Mme to Apply Fertiliser JTow 
It is now that the application of 


Plant food becomes important for 


lmvlatin* thd «rowth of planti 
which otherwise would be inclined 
to sulk, 
insect attacks should be 


dealt with upon their first appear- 
ance, since the warm weather not 
only Increases the numbers of th« 
Insects but diminishes the resistance 
of the plants. 


Where a garden can be Irrigated
